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To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  Dawley  Urban  District 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


During  tne  vfcdle  period  which  this  report  covers,  my  predecessor 
Dr.  Kenneth  Cartwright  was  your  Medical  Officer,  During  this  time  also, 
there  were  boundary  changes,  when  the  present  area  of  Dawley  Nev;  Town  was 
delineated  and  Ironbridge,  Madeley  and  Jackfield  were  incorporated  therein 
roughly  doubling  the  population  of  the  Old  Dawley  Urban  District.  VJhether 
any  further  amalgamations  may  take  place  is  still  undecided,  but  it  is 
certain  that  rapid  growth,  with  its  consequent  stresses,  v/ill  go  on.  The 
eventual  improvement  in  housing  and  other  social  amenities  will  however, 
undoubtedly  be  reflected  by  a healthier  as  well  as  a larger  population. 


Unfortunately  all  this  progress  will  take  some  time  and  in  the 
meantime  a very  great  deal  in  the  way  of  slum  clearance  and  re-housing 
remains  to  be  done  as  can  be  seen  from  the  figures  in  the  report  showing 
that  there  are  still  over  800  houses  without  water  closets.  Many  families 
are  still  living  under  very  bad  conditions,  A detailed  survey  of  houses 
in  the  area  was  begun  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  his  staff 
during  the  period  of  this  report  and  v/ill  form  an  invaluable  basis  for  the 
alleviation  of  this  problem  v/hich  I Imow  your  Council  has  constantly  in 
mind. 


There  was  an  epidem.ic  of  measles  wliich  v;as  at  its  height  in  the 
first  tliree  months  of  the  year  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  new  vaccine 
which  has  been  used  extensively  in  the  U.S.A.  and  is  the  subject  of  several 
large  scale  trials  in  this  country  will  shortly  add  measles  to  the  list 
of  conquered  diseases  as  poliomyelitis  was  added  a few  years  ago.  Smallpox 
is  still  an  ever  present  danger  and  there  must  be  constant  pressure  to 
keep  the  numbers  vaccinated  as  high  as  possible. 


I know  it  'jould  be  Dr,  Cartv/right ' s wish  to  express  his  thanks  to 
the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  the  Staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department,  for  the  work  they  did  during  the  year.

Hospital  Services 


The  hospital  aid  specialist  services  ai  e provided  by  the  Birmingham 
Regional  Hospital  Board  and  its  hospital  management  committees. 

The  district  lies  between  large  general  hospitals  at  Wolverhampton, 
under  the  Wolverhampton  Hospital  Management  Committee  and  Shrewsbury,  under 
Shrewsbury  Group  Hospital  Management  Committee,  and  is  well  served  by  them. 

Copthorne  Hospital  has  an  isolation  v/ard  and  this  is  where  cases  of 
infectious  dcsease  are  admitted. 


Consultants  from  both  hospital  management  committees  hold  out- 
patient sessions  at  iSroseley,  Much  Wenlock,  Shifnal,  Wrokin  hospitals  and 
also  at  Bridgnorth, 


Ambulance  Services 

These  are  provided  by  the  County  Council.  The  central  ambulance 
station  is  at  nbboy  Foregate,  Shrewsbury,  (Telephone:  Siirewsbury  633^1  )• 
Ambulances  for  the  new  Dawley  Urban  District  are  provided  by  the  Donnington, 

Much  V/enlock  and  Shifnal  depots.  A new  depot  is  being  built  at  Bridgnorth  which 
will  also  provide  cover,  and  negotiations  are  taking  place  to  provide  a depot 
in  the  new  Dav/lej’’  Urban  District. 


Vaccination  and  Immunization 


This  is  canried  out  by  both  the  County  Council  medical  officers 
and  general  practitioners.  It  is  offered  to  pre-school  cliildren  and 
school  children  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cou^  and  tetanus,  smallpox 
and  poliomyelitis.  Vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is  also  offered  to 
school  children  aged  13  years  and  this  is  carried  out  as  a routine  in 
secondary  schools  with  parents  consent. 

In  the  new  Dawley  Urfean  District  there  are  three  health  visitors, 
six  Nursing  Midwives  and  one  relief  District  Nurse,  The  midwives  undertake 
both  midwifery  and  district  nursing  duties. 

The  Moral  Welfare  Officer  concerned  ivith  the  cane  of  unmarried 
mothers  and  illegitimate  children  is  Mrs,  C.V,  Swynne- Jones,  25-26 
Talbot  Chambers,  Market  Street,  Shrewsbury,  (Telephone;  Shrowsbiiry  4900). 


Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  After-Care 

(a)  Several  articles  of  nursing  equipment,  such  as  air  rings, 
bed  pans,  feeding  cups  etc,,  are  on  loan  to  patients  being  nursed  at  home. 
These  can  be  obtained  from  the  Coimty  Council  via  the  district  nurses. 

(b)  Convalescence  for  people  not  requiring  special  nursing  care 
or  medical  care  but  still  recovering  from  illness  can  be  arranged.  The 
Coimty  Council  makes  frequent  use  of  the  Lady  Forrester's  Home,  Llandudno, 
for  this  purpose. 
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(c)  Mental  Health.  The  County  Council  are  responsible  for 
supervision  in  their  ov;n  homes  of  the  mentally  handicapped  persons.  This 
is  done  mainly  through  the  Mental  Welfare  Officer  and  the  Health  Visitor. 

They  also  assist  general  practitioners  to  secure  hospital  admission  for 
the  mentally  ill, 

(d)  Treatraont  of  tuberculoses  is  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  at  chest  clinics  and  sanatoria,  but  the  prevention  and  the  after-care 
are  shared  between  the  Local  Authority  and  Hospital  Board,  Health  visitors 
follow  up  cases  and  do  most  of  the  contact  tracing.  Open  air  shelters  can  be 
provided  by  the  County  vdien  required.  Extra  nourishiaent  may  be  provided.

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WATER  SUPPIJES 


The  main  piped  supplies  are  under  the  control  of  the  East 
Shropshire  Water  Board,  The  Public  Health  Authority  have  however, 
the  responsibility  of  ensuring  that  water  used  by  the  public  is  up 
to  the  required  standard,  and  samples  are  regularly  taken  for  this 
purpose.  The  Water  Board  are  sent  reports  on  all  samples  taken.

The  absence  of  proper  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  system 
in  the  Ironbridge  and  Coalbrookdale  part  of  the  new  town,  prevents 
the  improvement  of  properties  in  this  area.  Sewage  from  the  whole 
of  this  area  runs  directly  into  the  River  Severn  - a most 
UQsatis factory  arrar.gement , 


It  is  inevitable  that  in  some  parts  of  the  new  Urban 
District,  the  arrangements  for  sewage  disposal  need  improvement. 

It  is  essential  that  the  provision  of  sewers  in  the  Urban  District 
be  planned  as  a whole  and  not  just  to  provide  for  the  new 
development , 


An  improvement  in  the  method  of  collecting  night  soil  in 
the  past,  of  the  former  Borough  of  Wenlock  incorporated  in  the  new 
Urbaii  District  resulted  from  amalgamation,  as  the  use  of  the  former 
Dawley  cesspool  vehicle  with  pail  emptying  attachment  was  extended 
to  the  whole  of  the  District,  Jackfield  Village  also  received 
this  service,  whereas,  formerly  the  residents  buried  the  contents 
of  the  pails  in  the  gardens.  The  river  was  also  conveniently 
nearby  although  no  one  would  suggest  that  this  was  used  as  a means 
of  disposal.  Most  of  these  insanitary  pail  closets  are  found  in 
use  v/ith  sub-standard  property  which  should  be  demolished. 

There  seems  little  therefore,  in  enoouraging  conversion  to  water 
closets  in  such  eases  and  in  many  instances  no  suitable  moans 
of  sewage  disposal  is  available.

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REFUSE  COLLECTION

Some  difficulty  was  experienced  on  re-organisation  due  to 
differences  in  refuse  collection  methods.  In  the  former  Dawley 
Urban  District,  refuse  bins  were  collected  and  returned  to  the 
front  of  each  premises  where  they  were  usually  left.  In  the 
Borough  of  V/enlock  the  collection  was  from  the  kerbside.  It  was 
decided  that  bins  should  be  collected  from  the  normal  resting 
position  on  the  premises  and  returned  to  within  the  curtilage. 
This  method  works  satisfactory  and  the  bins  are  returned  to  the 
collecting  point  in  the  case  of  aged  or  disabled  persons. 


No  houses  of  the  Development  Corporation  had  been 
erected  by  the  end  of  I966,  but  it  was  apparent  that  with  the  type 
of  development  envisaged  the  paper  sack  collection  for  refuse 
would  be  the  only  satisfactory  method,  as  no  fireplaces,  open  or 
closed,  will  be  provided  on  those  new  estates.  It  is  certain 
that  the  refuse  will  contain  a large  proportion  of  paper  and 
combustible  material.  A problem  will  also  arise  from  the  absence 
of  any  means  of  incineration  on  those  estates  for  the  purpose  of 
personal  hygiene  and  disposal  of  medical  dressings  from  persons 
under  medical  treatment.  It  must  also  be  remembered  that  it  is 
an  offence  to  place  in  the  refuse  sack  any  infectious  material 
(Public  Health  Act  1936,  Section  1^6). 


It  appears  that  about  100  houses  a week  will  become 
occupied  each  week  as  the  new  town  develops  and  this  will  mean 
consistent  re-organisation  of  the  refuse  collection  system  to 
cope  with  the  expanding  service. 


Refuse  Disposal 


A few  weeks  before  re-organisa.tion  became  effective  your 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  was  instructed  to  deal  with  the 
nuisance  arising  from  the  Lincoln  Hill  Refuse  Tip,  regarding  which 
a petition  had  been  received  and  legal  action  was  pending.  At  that 
time  the  Public  Hec\lth  Department  was  not  in  control  of  refuse 
collection  and  disposal.  Up  to  that  time  tipping  was  carried  out 
in  a most  unsatisfactory  manner.  About  £300  was  spent  in 
bringing  the  tip  into  proper  shape  ^ c-overing  all  exposed  refuse 
gind  leaving  in  such  condition  for  controlled  tipping  to  be 
practiced.  It  was  agreed  that  the  use  of  the  tip  should  be 
discontinued  at  the  end  of  1966  after  the  nuisance  had  been  abated. 


One  refuse  tip  remained  in  use  in  the  centre  of  the  Urban 
District,  at  Doseley,  and  tipping  takes  place  in  a portion  of  a 
quarry  which  is  properly  controlled.  The  tip  has  a limited  life 
unless  extension  of  the  tipping  area  is  found  to  be  possible, 

A long  term  plan  for  refuse  disposal  must  be  considered  and  it 
appears  likely  that  incineration  will  be  required  sometime  in 
the  future  as  the  present  refuse  tip  becomes  filled  up. 
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RODENT  CONTROL 


Upon  re-organisation,  it  was  decided  that  the  new  x'luthority 
would  employ  its  own  Rodent  Operator,  full  time,  as  this  would  be 
necessary  if  a satisfactory  service  was  to  be  maintained  in  an 
expanding  Authority. 

Where  any  infestation  occurs  on  food  premises  or  other 
place  where  there  is  a serious  possibility  of  danger  to  public 
health,  a Riblic  Health  Inspector  checks  for  possible  contamination 
of  food  supplies. 

All  treatments  at  private  dx^ellings  are  free,  but  business 
premises  are  charged  for  at  cost  or  an  annual  contract  is  offered.

7.  MOVABLE  DWELLINGS 


At  the  end  of  1966,  there  were  67  licenced  caravans  in  the 
new  Urban  District. 

It  is  linfortunate  that  under  the  provisions  of  the  Caravan 
Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  I96O,  action  can  only  be  taken 
against  the  owner  of  the  land  in  the  case  of  unauthorised  caravan 
sites.  Where  it  is  difficult  to  trace  the  owner  of  a site  it  is  not 
possible  to  take  action  against  the  occupier  of  the  caravan. 

Occasional  trouble  is  experienced  with  the  wandering  caravan 
dweller,  who  have  to  be  moved  on  after  a fev/  days  because  of  the 
nuisance  they  cause  to  residents.  The  problem  of  these  caravan 
families  is  an  unusual  problem  calling  for  unusual  measures  to  see 
that  they  are  rehabilitated  and  instructed  in  the  rudiments  of 
hygiene.  There  would  then  be  some  hope  of  saving  the  children  from 
this  way  of  living.
